Six Faculties Choose 
Representatives For 
Student Council

Small Turnout of Voleri —

in Council Election. 

LESS than 50 per cent of the 
?tudcnt body turned out to 
the polls yesterday to vote on 
4heir faculty representatives to 
the Student's Council and to the 
Scarlet Key Society. Except in 
Medicine and Theologj-, where 
the Student Council represent- 
atives were ejected by acclama- 
tion, the voting in all the f.icul- 
ties was very close, both for the 
latter body and the Scarlet Key. 
The heaviest polling took place 
in the Law Faculty where 90 
per cent of the students turned 
out, while the poorest figures 
t-ame from the Faculty of Arts 
where only 35 per cent o£ the 
voters came to the polls.

Interesling Facts Brought to 
Light at Sociological So- 
ciety Meeting 

"The oliicf priililcni coiifronliii;; 
iSouth .Vfricji today Is not the fiilo of 
tho black man but ot tlio white," said 
Professor K. Clark In his nddross be- 
fore member.^ of tho SocioloBic.al 
Society Ia?it iilKlil 111 Stralhcona Hall. 

I'rofcsaor Clark bcsnii by rclatiiiK 
some ot his experiences with rogranl 
to educational probIcm.i in South 
.\frlea. On his arrival In the country 
In J9U, education ot tho wholo pop- 
ulation, while, coloured, nnd native, 
was in a deplorable finie. The linklnE 
up of school development with that 
or economic progress was tho Issue to 
bo faced. Pour-fifths ot the population 
was just enicrslns: from barbarism 
and was bring hurried off lis fool by 
tho ha.«i!o of economic atlvancemciU. 
"The rroiiomio temper ot tho world 
is too fast for the cullur.il," declared 
Professor Ciark. 

Xo definite step towards bcllertns 
conditions was taken until 1315 when 
.a public inccîlnB was called. Tho re- 
sult was the founding of a Doard ot 
Eklucattou made up ot voluntary re- 
presentatives of tlirco group.? — em- 
ployers, employees, and cducatlonllsts, 
"ho5c aim was to bridge the gulf be- 
tween education and industry and to 
place control ot aiiprcntlcesliip In the 
hands ot the stale. This was finally 
achieved and today no litiropean 
juvenile can bo emplaj'ed In any in- 
dustry without notification to the 
main board. 

Mere Ripple 

Professor Clark went on to Rkctch 
the racial problem in South Africa. 
He said that the Anglo-Dutch'- con- 
flict Is a mere ripple on the surf.-icc. 
Tho real fpicsllon concerns the while, 
coloured nnd native popiiIatloiiH. 
There is a distinct racial dlffcrnncc 
between the latter two. The natlvo Is 
Iha Kaffir, while tho coloured la of 
mixed part-ntago, Malay, Hottentot 
and Nepro. 

Tho wlilto population holds both 
n.itives and coloured in extreme con- 
tempt and refusCH to work bcsldo 
them In any field of Industry, They 
do, lio.vovpr, (.'ounlnii.i.n'-'o Ihclr nltiMul- 
ancc at Ici.liMcs In the Univorslly of 
Capetown, but refuse to allow their 
participation in any unlvcrKlty ncllv- 
Itlea,

■|ioaker remarked, the culliv.itlon of 
potatoes Is not considered hazardous 
ciioiisli lo warrant the introduction of 
compensation. 

In beginning Ills lecture. Dr. Tec.i 
outlined ^tho development of the 
various .systems in vogue, which 
under certain conditions forc(ï em- 
ployers to conipcnsale employees for 
injury encountered while at work. 
Vary Expensive 
The pyslem was not introduced 
inio ICiirope until the end of the last 
century. Before that time all com- 
pensation went Ihrousli the bin- 
courts and was a. very expensive and 
drawn-out procedure. The first at- 
tempt was made in Austria, where in 
1SS7 compul.sory accident Insurance 
was Introduced. The real load how- 
ever in tills ro.-pcct was taI;on in 
(iiroal lUitain wiicrc a now principle, 
oalled "Occupalional Risk"' was in- 
troduced, forcing employers to pay 
compensation to employees in case of 
accident or death even In eases of 
nc:-;lisoiKe. Tills principle, with vari- 
ous inodificatlons. Is now world wide. 

Dr. Tees then went on to explain 
the' Workings ot the Act. Tho Com- 
pensation is administered by » W'ork- 
iiiKincn's Compensation Committee, 
IniL the aoHial ni.tnncr ot administra- 
liiiii is ^uniewliai involved. The law- 
has a llmllcd applicution. For e.x- 
.amplo — medical students, domestic 
workers, those engaged in agri- 
culture, arc not Included, but all the 
larjror indiisf.-ics in tjue.bee. come 
under tho law. In tlio administration 
there uro various bodies to deal with 
as' tho Labour Unions, JIanutacturcr's 
Associations, Inaiiranco Companies, 
Hospitals and tlic iVledlcai practice.

"Temporary Total", which takes in 
Iho llnic Ihu injured is oft work.

BREEDING 

AT a house where a number of freshmen made their debut 
recently^ it was remarked that one of the men wJio aj^pear- 
ed, adhered to all the common rules of politeness more closely 
than any of the others. 

How eloquently this spoke for the man! How much un- 
conscious appeal and force emanates from such a person! One 
immediately imagines all sorts of delightful things about the 
mother who trained liim; about liis character and altitude to- 
ward life in general, and about his future career.^ 

As a Frenchman once said : "Politeness is as natural to del- 
icate :natures as perfume is to flowers." It comes from "that 
vigilant moral sense which never loses siglit of the rights, the 
claims, and sensibihties of othei's. . . .the one quality over all 
others, necessary to make a gentleman." 

It is a quality worth striving for, and is a lack often to be 
observed in all places. This lack is sometimes evident even in 
university circles. Some men are so boorish as to scorn an at- 
titude of deference toward other,«, even toward women; others 
are so immature that they do not realise that the relations of

Mclnlyrc'a 
predictions wore made two or three 
years ago, <\vlien Mr. Norton just 
returned from China), 1 would have 
let iheni pass without saying a word; 
nay, 1 would request that vhey be 
printed and circulated .among my 
nationals as a timely warning. 

Perhaps Mr. Norton has his own 
purpose, political or othcrxvlso in 
making Iiis statements which his de- 
vo'.cd student quotes indiscriminaleiy. 
There is no harm in reading books 
that have a political aim to serve; 
but the danger of being u-scd as tools 
and fools to further the aim of some- 
body else should bo cons'.antly ' kept 
in aar minds. In our case Mr. 
Melnlyro's Hiudy unsupplemented by 
observed facts proijably has turned 
him Into a Wgot, 

Now let, UB turn to the question of 
China's appeal to fhc I^caguc of 
Nations.

• c Ihc effect that the new work-boal, 
ordered this fall by tho JlcGill Row- 
"ng Club, will be shippoil shcrdy. J.nst 
wlnlei- the. o'd worU-bonl was de- 
stroyed by fire, when the club-house 
In which It was stored was burnt to 
the ground. During the pnsl summer, 
when tho McGlll oarsmen were til n 
less for something In whioh to train 
their novices, the l.,aehlne Wowing 
i''i\ib k'.rlt^ offered the use of one of 
flioir boni.". 

As Coach Urbain iMulinans uses the 
French or t'onlincntal stroke, tin. 
virder was placed with ll\o famous 
Parlslnn racing-sholl builder, 13or- 
suncl. The plans for the work-boat 
have been iirepartd by Coach JIoI- 
mans himself. Tho boat will bo somc- 
tii ng now In lis line, "'i'hc only one 
of its kind in llio wo.ld", he staled 
tho other day when interviewed. 

In describing the new addition to 
the McCilll fleet, the Coach explained 
that although It i-esctnbled a double 
scull It was ilesigneil for one-oar row- 
ing. The whole featurcr ot the boat 
it that no matter on what side the 
cirsmen row on, they will bo abic to 
occupy tW Klroko i>osttlon directly 
in front' of the Coach, who will act ns 
coxswain during lh» early training 
season. 

This ide.x has been in the Coach's 
mind for some time. Ho has felt that 

new men would lenrn his ftroke much 
quicker. If he had the men opposite 
him. In this way mistakes and serious 
faults can bo corrected before they 
become chronic. During the winter, 
the new men will bo palixsd off, then 
when thty move out to tho Lakeside 
quarters they will go ont in the worl;- 
boat together, occupying alternate 
positions and r^celv'ngr instruction 
from tho Coach. 

The new boat is also dcslgncil to 
make better time. It is hQ\n^ built 
to suit the conditions prevailing on 
Lake .Saint Louis. Upon Its arrival, it 
will be stored at tho Valois Boating 
Club, teniporai-j' quarters of the 3Ic- 
Glll Rowing Club. This will make in 
all seven boats owned by tho red 
oarsmen. It ia significant to notice 
that all or them arc new, and tliat 
they all have been built by the same 
man— Doesunet. 

Tho McGlll Rowing Club may now 
boast of one of the best equipped 
boathouscs on the continent. With 
two twos, two fours and two eights, 
all in 7)crrcct condition, the club has 
every opportunity lo offer those In- 
terested in this sport, which is be- 
coming more and more poi>ular each 
season. .\nd now a new work-boal 
to train the uninitiated how to sit In 
a shell without tipping otcr. 

Coach :\Iolmans states that lie Is 
satisfied with tho turn-out, but that 
iic could do witii a few mo.e new 
men."

Resent "Slanderous" Copy 

■Toronlo, December' — Opening wltli 
brief discussion uf i'oulltio business, 
Inchnilng the foriiiiil adoption ot Iho 
Scarlet liiid Gold as Iho offlelnl col- 
lego yell, Ihc queslion of ni.-i.|or im- 
portance was Inlrodiired, nninely lb" 
mailer of n. \V, llnehannn, editor of 
the "Acta VIcioriana", printing an 
nrllulo In Iho October Issue wlilch 
contained tho slatcincnt "Wo think 
that the fiophoinorc year nhoiild take 
yeast cakes for pep,'' A caso was laid 
lieforo the house on tho part of the 
Second. Year charging tlio editor with 
printing material that was "libelous, 
slandcroim and of a nature to reflect 
upon inenibcrs ot tho Second Year". 

.1. U, nrlght, counsel for the claim- 
ant, doe.lared that tiin circulation of 
tho niagaïlno would certainly fall off 
.and thus endanger invrstincnts of tho 
subscribers. To thi.s was replied that 
the circulation had increased fifty 
per cent. «Ince the uppearancc ot tho 
.article. 

Serious as was the matter on hand.
